WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—7)— 
After 11 years as secretary of the 
treasury under three presidents, An- 
drew W. Mellon is to hand over his 
portfolio to Undersecretary Ogden L. 
Mills and become ambassador to the 
court of St. James. 

President Hoover announced tonight 
that the veteran cabinet officer who 
has guided the nation’s financial poli- 
cies since the beginning of the Hard- 
ing administration has expressed his 
willingness to serve in the foreign 
field. 

He succeeds Charles Gates Dawes, 
who resigned last month to become 
president of the reconstruction cor- 
poration. 

For almost two weeks Mr. Mellon, 
who is nearly 77, has been consider- 
ing undertaking the nation’s most im- 
portant diplomatic post, but it was 
not until tonight that the White

BUDGET WRANGLE 
AT SESSION TODAY 


Another Effort To Pass 
Balanced Sheet Will Be 
Made; Key Vetoes First 
Budget Approved. 


Another effort to pass a balanced 
January finance sheet will be made 
by council at a special meeting at 2 
o'clock this afternoon. 

Mayor James L. Key called the 
special meeting Wednesday, just after 
he had vetoed a budget passed by 
council and the aldermanic board 
Monday. A_ special meeting of the 
finance committee is slated to begin 
at noon today, at which time an~ad- 
justment of differences between war- 
ring council factions over a proposed 


10 per. cent blanket salary cut will 
be sought. 

In issuing the call for the special 
session, Key urged: council to “waive 
all minor questions and deal with 
this matter in a large way, adopt a 
balanced budget and one that will en- 
able the city to command credit, and 
to do its’ part toward relieving the 
depression that is weighing so heavily 
upon property, business and employ- 
ment.” ‘ 

He vetoed the sheet because bankers 
declined to accept it as a balanced 
budget and to extend credit. Key 
cited the fact that the city now owes 
$2,013,203.44 for long past-due pay 
rolls and to merchants and others. 

Councilman James L. Wells, chair- 
man of the finance committee, ex- 
cio wery the h that an acceptable 
udget can be adopted in order to 
enable the city to pay its 4,000 em- 
ee their salaries, none of which 

as been paid since December 15. 

Text of Key's veto message fol- 
lows: 

“To the General Council, 
“City of Atlanta. 
“Gentlemen : 

“Tl am returning withayt approval 
the finanée sheet adopted by the coun- 
eil and aldermanic board at your last 


“Phe sheet at -adépted-does not en-) 
able the city to command the credit 
which is necessary at this time .to 
place the city in position to meet its 
present and pressing obligations. The 
banks will not extend credit on the 
basis of this sheet. If the sheet were 
approved by me, it would simply mean 
that the city would necessarily have 
to operate without credit at the banks 
until the time of the first tax install- 
ment on May 15. The cash collections 
that are coming into the city at this 
time enables the city to meet only its 
weekly pay_roll, which goes, generally 
speaking, to its laborers, and certain 
other emergency bills which have to 
be paid promptly in cash, such as 
automobile tags, freight bills and 
street improvement bonds that fall 
due month by month, and some other 
exceptional bills, 

“It might be well to state at this 
By just what the situation of the 

city is with respect to its past due 
bilis and past due pay rolls. There is 
owing to merchants, dealers and man- 
ufacturers in past due bills the sum 
of $517,722.28. The city has paid no 
bills except emergency matters since 
September. There is owing on Decem- 
ber unpaid pay rolls $241.536.52, on 
January unpaid pay rolls $488,944.64. 
There was due on the first of January 
$765,000 on bonds of the city, this 
covering principal and interest, which 
the city tould not meet.

DAMAGE IS HEAVY, 


UE LOSS UGH 
IN CUBAN “QUAKE 


Disturbance Centering at 
Santiago Takes Eight 
Lives and Injures 300 in 
Series of Shocks.

SANTIAGO, Cuba, Feb. 3.—(P)}— 
Santiago was virtually a deserted city 
tonight in consequence of a series of 
disastrous earthquake shocks which 
left eight known dead and created dam- 
age officially estimated in excess of 
Mayor Desidierio Arnaz was au- 
thority <or the death list and he esti- 
mated at least 300 had been injured. 
Governor Jose Varselo, of Oriente 
province, set/the damage figure and 
his estimate was termed conservative 
by other officials. 

As tiny groups of residents, still 
stunned from the panic of the early 
morning, discussed the disaster in 
hushed tones, Harry F., Guggenheim, 
United States ambassador to Cuba, 
arrived by airplane to promise assist- 
ance to the stricken city. % 

Hospitals continued their care for 
the wounded, while approximately 75 
per cent of the 130,000 population 
streamed into outlying country away 
from stricken, wrenched homes. Ap- 
proximately 150 major operations were 
performed on victims during the day.

In the harbor floated the United 
States destroyer Hopkins, with navy 
doctors, medical corpsmen and surgi- 
cal supplies. 

A futher survey showed extensive 
damage to the Swift & Co. building, 
the customs house, the third floor of 
the Woolworth store, the San Carlos 
Chub, the two buildings of the Hotel 
Venus and the Hotel Casa Granda.

The swift’ series of tocmte left 
hardly a building im the city untouch- 
ed and a few were destroyed. Any 
estimate of the damage was only ten- 
tative until the task of bringing or- 
der out of chaos had been completed. 

In the ff¥st confusion, as all of the 
able 130,000 residents fled to open 
spaces, newspapermen and other eye- 
witnesses estimated the death toll at 
from 500 to 1,500. All of these fig- 
ures were found to be an exaggera- 
tion, however, as dawn and a meas- 
ure of calm came to the city. 

Even before the last of the series 
of nine shocks had left their jarring 
imprint, the military had assumed 
control. Soldiers superintended the re- 
moval of the more seriously injured 
‘to hospitals, and help came by plane 
from the United States fleet at Guan- 
tanamo. 

Those who had not been pressed 
into emergency service began packing 
away foods, and soon were streaming 
to the hills. 

Santiago was asleep when the first 
temblor shook the city shortly after 
midnight. This shock was followed by 
a more destructive one, and then came 
panic. It was not lessened in the quick 
—— of lighter shocks that fol- 
owed. - 

Destruction continued to a certain 
extent throughout the day. The walls 
of the city jail fell in. Most of the 
prisoners who escaped uninjured went 
to work side by side with police and 
soldiers. They even stood guard to 
prevent looting of wrecked buildings.

Japanese warships bombarded the 
Woosung forts in a renewal of their 
fierce battle with Chinese forces today 
while Japanese bluejackets and Chi- 
nese troops fought with machine guns 
and artillery in Shanghai. 

Several shells were reported to have 
fallen within the foreign settlement 
from the Chapei battle front shortly 
after 326 United States marines were 
Janded from the cruiser Houston to 
reinforce American defense lines. - 

Unconfirmed dispatches from Tokyo 
said a division of Japanese soldiers 
were on the way to Shanghai to 
strengthen the forces of approximate- 
ly 5,000 men fighting several times 
that many Chinese troops. 

Three Japanese destroyers opened 
fire on the forts that guard the mouth 
of the Whangpoo river, 16 miles be- 
low Shanghai, at noon in a resumption 
of the smashing onslaught of yester- 


day. 
Counter Claims. 

Japanese naval officials declared 
they had reduced the forts to ruins. 
Cinincse authorities disputed this. 
Their guns, they said in a rival claim, 
sank a Japanese destroyer, brought 
down a Japanese airplane and dis- 
abled two warships, but the Japanese 
denied the Chinese assertions. 

The firing today, distinctly audible 
fm the northern sections of Shanghai, 
was believed to extend along the 
Shanghai-Woosung railway. The ma- 
jor scene of operations had been 
transferred from the native city of 
Cha where numerous fires redden- 
ed the city.

Records of profits made during 
1931 by Georgia farmers entered 
in the profitable farming. contest 
conducted by the Georgta State 
College of Agriculture for prizes 
offered by the Georgia Power Com- 
pany give eloquent testimony that 
a farm, properly operated, can be 
made to bring in a splendid reve- 
nue, even under economic condi- 
tions such as existed last year. . 

With farmers from 44 counties 
participating, every section of the 
state was represented in this an- 
nual contest and each contestant re- 
corded a handsome profit. 

She winner of first place, John 
K. Lee, of Carroll county, made a 
profit of 34.66 per cent on his in- 
vestment, allowance being made for 
the value of his land and equipment 
and for his own services as well as 
for the labor which he hired. District 
winners made profits ranging from 
12.91 per cent to 26.96 per cent. 

Diversification of products was 
responsible for the profits of each 
of these agriculturists. Dairy 
products, hogs, cotton, fruits, vege- 
tables, poulfy and oats, all con- 
tributed to the revenues which 
paid for the expense of operation, 
with enough left over for tidy bank 
accounts for the contestants. 

What these farmers accomplished 
during 1931 can be done by the 
farm owners of every county in the 
State. The soil and the climate of 
each section makes possible a com- 
bination of agricultural products 
‘from, which certain profits can be 
secured, 

No business interest in Georgia 
presented the opportunity for 


profits last year that this group of 
farmers demonstrated exists on the 
farms of the state.

Dispatches from India inform ns 
that the Mahatma Gandhi is a model 
prisoner. He sits by himself in his 
cell and is allowed but few visits a 
week and then only from non-political 
relatives and: friends. The day goes 
by in spinning and writing and medi- 
tation. He never complains and seems 
perfectly satisfied with his lot. 

It could scarcely be expected to be 
otherwise. He is a feeble and frail 
old man, with hardly enough physical 
strength to harm a baby, let alone 
wardens armed with lathis and clubs. 
Moreover, the whole idea of violence 
is repugnant to him. Gandhi's own 
request to his followers not to inter- 
fere with ~his imprisonment and not 
to attempt any effort to set him free, 
isa greater guarantee of his safety 
than the soldiers with machine guns 
who guard the prison where he sits. 

Just before leaving Europe Gandhi 
said to a few newspapermen thaé his 
idea of perfect bliss was to Be alone 
and to think. He didn’t care, he said, 
where he dwelled, in palace or hut, so 
long as he could meditate on eternal 
values. “Even if the place be dark, 
I would not care,” he added. 

Gandhi's light is within. It’s the 
first time he has had a real rest for

SHORTAGE OF FOO

Floods continued an assault on 
lowland sections of six southern states 
today, covering many miles of rich 
farming sections, Mvading towns and 
cities in numerous instances and driv- 
ing thousands from their homes. 

In Louisiana and* Mississippi, food 
shortages we.2 reported in refugee 
camps caring for hundreds of families, 
although Red Cross officials and coast 
guardsmen were co-operating system- 
atically in the movement of supplies. 
_A half dozen counties in the Mis- 
sissippi delta have been waterbound 
for weeks and are facing additional 
trouble with swollen streams out of 
banks after a long series of levee 
breaks. ; 

The Ouachita and Red river top a 
list of rampaging streams in north 
and central Louisiana, where a fight 
is being waged to preserve dykes pro- 
tecting the cities of Monroe and Alex- 
andria. A wide sector of_back country 
is under water. 

In nearby east Texas and southeast 
Arkansas, lowlands have been similar- 
ly flooded by backwaters. 

Floods continued to spread over 
lowlands of western Kentucky with 
the Cumberland and Tennessee rivers 
still rising. 

In Nashville, the waters from the 
Cumberland invaded homes. 

Unprecedented winter rains have 
brought streams throughout the south 
to flood stage and above. 

The Mississippi, most feared in the 
valley, is rising and has passed flood 
stage at many points on its lower 
section, but as yet presents no major 
danger, due to high levees set far 
back to take care gof the annual 
spring volume, although its height has 
been felt in backups into subsidiary 
streams,

them. If the banks had not done so, 
the bonds would have been in default, 
and this would have been a sad blow 
to the credit of the city of Atlanta.

“As against this the city has a 
borrowing capacity of $2,000,000. 
Without a sheet which conforms in a 
general way with the views of the 
banks as to a balanced budget,” this 
credit of $2,000,000 cannot be secured. 
After a sheet has been adopted which 
conforms in a general way to the in- 
sistence for ‘a balanced budget, a 
credit of $2,000,000 will be extended. 
However, it is well for you to under- 
stand that the borrowing capacity of 
the city of $2,000,000 will be exhaust- 
ed immediately, still leaving a balance 
of $13,203.44 unpaid. ’ 

“From this time until May 15, the 

ability of the city to meet its pay 
rolls and bills is dependent upon the 
usual and ordinary collections. It is 
believed that by the disbursement of 
the funds which will immediately be- 
come available with a balanced. bud- 
et, that it will do much te stimulate 
usiness and credits, and will react in 
the city’s favor by placing many peo- 
ple in position to pay their taxes, 
where now they are unable to pay. It 
is believed that putting this sum of 
money in the channels of trade will 
enable the people of the city to pay off 
several million dollars of debts with- 
in a few days. 

“We owe a very solemn duty not 
only to the city employes, but to the 
merchants, dealers and manufacturers. 
In this regard also, we owe a duty to 
other classes of our people, namely, 
merchants who have been carrying the 
city employes, and I have called this 
meeting as early as possible, and ex- 
press the ‘hope that the council will 
waive all minor questions and deal 
with this matter in a large way, adopt 
a balanced budget, and one that will 
enable the city to command credit, 
and to do its part toward relieving 
the depression that is weighing wo 
heavily upon property, business and 
employments. :

Missionaries Don’t Want Protection 
It It Means War, Miss Cook Says 


America should not at any tinte 
enter into war with another nation 
as @ means of protecting the lives of 
American missionaries, who do not 
wish for intervention in time of stress 
such as the present in China and Ja- 


n, 

Such was the statement Wednesday 
of Miss Margaret M. Cook, of New- 
nan, for 28 years a Methodist mis- 
sionary to Japan. She was in At- 
Janta visiting Judge and Mrs. E. Mar- 
vin Underwood. at their home, 21 
Avery drive, N. BE. _ 

From a vast knowledge of the orient 
Miss Cook revealed her sympathy for 
nations of troubled people beset with 
that age-old menace, lack of under- 
standing. She is more familiar with 
the modern history of Japan than the 
average citizen of the United States 
is with that of this nation. ; 

“I know the attitude of mission- 
aries,” she said, “and I am sure that 
all of us feel that we should not be- 
come embroiled in conflict with China, 
Japan or any other nation in order 
to protect the American citizens in 
those countries. 

Want to Avert War. 

“All of us went to foreign shores 
‘for better or worse’ and there are 
few missionaries who would not do 
everything in their power to avert 
war between America and other coun- 
tries—even at the sacrifice of life.” 

Concerning economic angles of war. 
Miss Cook said that financial inter- 
ests in foreign countries were surely 
of far less importance than human 
life, and added: 

“Certainly if I feel that we should 
not enter into war to protect mis- 
sionaries, I feel that we should not 
fight to protect dollars and cents,” 
she said. ‘“‘Let us missionaries make 
the sacrifice if needs be—and Jet 
those engaged in foreign trade make 
their sacrifice with dollars.” 

No Hafred for China. 

Miss Cook said that the masses in 
Japan have noghatred for China and 
that a large body of Christians there 


are as much opposed to war as the 
ene of America. 

“The recently resigned vernmen 
headed by Shidihara was ade for 
peace,” she said, explaining that Ja- 
pan, like other nations, is made u 
of different parties among the people, 

“If peace does come,.I think it 
will be through the efforts of the 
Christian Council in Japan and 
China. councils of the two na- 
tions are desperately trying to avert 
a conflict. 

“I am familiar with the dissension 
between Japan and China and I feel 
that we Americans should be slow to 
pass judgment upon the actions of 
either people. It is true that Japan 
appears to be forcing the issue for 
economic reasons, but such action ig 
nothing new—even to 
tions.” ; 

Visited Manchuria in 1931. 

Miss Cook paid a two-month visit 
to Manchuria in 1931 and was cons 
versant with the Sino-Japanese situa- 
tion there. She said that Japan was 
in control and that ill-feeling engen- 
dered in the Manchurian dispute had 
brought about the Chinese boycott on 
Japanese goods, and the present situ- 
ation. 


Asserting that the world is on the 


threshold of a new standard of in- 
ternational relations, Miss Cook said 
that the Chinese-Japanese quarrel is 
perhaps the beginning of a new era. 

“The world is a neighborhood now 
and the welfare of all nations de- 
pends upon the welfare of each in- 
dividual nation,” she said, adding that 
she believed the day was past when 
millions of men would march to battle 
in a conflict brought about by eco- 
nomic greed, on the part of either 
of individuals or a nation.. 

Miss Cook went to Japan as a 
Methodist *missionary in 1904 and-re- 
turned to Newnan in August, 1931. 
Her most ‘recent work was in the 
Lambeth Training School for Chris- 
tian Workers in Osaka, Japan.
